cafeteria tables, which is never 
permitted.”

Reno tomorrow. The action vir- 
tually assured a special rooters 
train to Reno.

Plans Are 
To File for Bids 


Plans are completed to file 
for bids on the construction of 
two additional buildings on the 
Sacramento State College cam- 
pus according to Dr. F. Blair 
Mayne, executive dean. 

The two buildings, a general 
classroom and life science build- 
ing will provide room for ap- 
proximately 1,700 students. 

The two-story general class- 
room building number four will 
provide 20 classrooms for stu- 
dents and offices for 54 faculty 
members. It will be located in 
the parking lot immediately 
south of the building now under 
construction, The parking lot: on 
that site will be moved to an- 
other location.

Next Tuesday, Americans wili have a chance to prove 
to the world that they believe in democracy for domestic 
consumption as well as for export. Presidential elections 
are the showiest of all the outward manifestations of demo- 
cracy, and if Americans do not turn out at the polls in 
large numbers, the’ talk about democracy in foreign nations 
will appear hypocritical to the world. 

It is true, of course, that freedom is not something 
which can be exercised once every four years and then put 
away until the next presidential campaign. It must be 
practiced daily. A large turnout for presidential elections 
does show a confidence in the American system, though, and 
is a practical necessity for democracy. 

Four years ago, more than 62 million Americans voted, 
a record turnout. Despite the success, however, 37 per cent 
of the eligible voters stayed home. The American figure of 
63 per cent was lower than the turnout in Canada, England, 
Italy, France, Japan, and of course, Russia. During the cam- 
paign, The Hornet has tried to farnish some food for politi- 
cal thought by carrying statements by prominent political 
figures giving the reasons they choose their political party. 
Regardless of the effectiveness of this program, Sacra- 
mento State College students should be among the best in- 
formd American voters. They should exercise their right 
to cast an intelligent ballot next Tuesday. 


Measure Vital for SSC 


Much of the future development of Sacramento State 
College will be effected next Tusday when Californians 
decide on the merits of Proposition No. 3. The passage of 
that bond issue for state building would provide the neces- 
sary capitol to continue expansion at this college, its defeat 
would stifle SSC’s growth. 

The state five-year building plan calls for an expenditure 
of $14,500,000 on the Sacramento State College campus. In 
the plan are several new classroom buildings, a women’s 
gymnasium, an auditorium, a large student union and many 
other improvements. This development hinges on the pas- 
sage of this measure. 

Proposition No. 3 is virtually without opposition. Al- 
most all agencies, from labor unions to the state chamber of 
commerce to SSC’s own Student Council, have endorsed it. 
No active group has come out against it. 

These facts may promote complacency among the people 
who should be most vocal in favor of the bill, Since the 
measure is without organized opposition, the natural ten- 
dency is to relax and let the inevitable take its course. This 
could very well be a deadly attitude among proponents of the 
propositicn. 

Bond issues are not automatically passed. Many of the 
little known propositions on California’s long ballot are over- 
looked by voters7 Many more are turned down simply because 
the voter does not know the provisions of the plan. Those 
Sacramento State College students who are of voting age 
“should be sure to cast a favorable ballot for Proposition No. 
3. All SSC students should talk up the measure among 
friends and relatives. 

In voting for Proposition No. 8, SSC students are voting 
for themselves and fheir college.

would not have hesitated to or- 
der the date of the prom 
changed. There + e two other, 
and 1 feel more important, cri- 
teria which had to be considered 
—consistency and wisdom. 

Would consistency be served 
by the change? I believe not. 
Just one wek ago the athletic 
department was involved in a 
similar situation. 

They had proposed an almuni 
game on the same 
night as a major dance. It was 
the only possible night for the 
game so that it would not con- 
flict. 

If now I were to make a posi- 
tive decision for the junior class, 
the athletic department would 
have a very legitimate complaint 
and could weli demand reconsid- 
eration in their case. 

Inconsistency, however, ghould 
not be slavishly sought, and 
often it is necessary to deviate 
from its dictates. Any deviation, 
however, must be justifiable. 

Would it be justifiable here? 

The entire situation was _re- 
duced to the simple question of 
whether or not it would be wise 
to change the date of your prom. 
In my estimation it would have 
been an unwise thing to do. Fer 
if we were to grant your wishes 
and resolve the resulting conflict 
by the prestige ef our office, 
then we would be obligated to 
accord equal treatment to any- 
one else who desired to resched- 
ule an event. 

It was a difficult thing to re- 
fuse a request which I know you 
wanted badly, but in fairness to 
all I do net see how I could 
make an exception which can 
only lead te further exceptions.

A program of dances and dance-dramas of the Orient 
will be presented by To Yo Za “Theater of the Far East,” at 
Sacramento State College’s second convocation Monday at 
8 p.m. in the college g; gymnasium. The To Yo Za dance group 


is sponsored by the SSC Convo- 


cation planning committee, Fea 
tured on the program are cere. 
monial and dramatic dances of 
Japan, China, Mongolia, Bali, 
Cambodia and _ India. ranging 
from modern revenue pieces to 
folk and classic dances. Among 
the numbers are some modern 
Japanese sketches, a brilliant 
Mongolian spear dance by two 
boastful warriors, a Balinese fes- 
tival play representing the human 
Spirit's struggle between good 
and evil, and an Indian temple 
scene, 

According to Forrest Coggan, 
manager of To Yo Za, the com- 
pany periorms dance-drama as it 
actually can be seen today 
throughout the Far East. 

Only Company in Existence 

Members of the troupe, all of 
whom are American-born form 
the only company in existence 
Performing authentic dances of 
the entire Far East. They carry 
with them an elaborate wardrobe 
of authentic costumes, valued at 
half a million dollars. Some were 
gifts from Indian maharajahs, 
others are bejeweled and adorned 
with spun gold and intricate em- 
broideries. 

The musical accompaniment, 
recorded in the Far East by na- 
tive musicians, employs a modern 
type of orchestration, making it 
seem less foreign sounding to 
American ears. 

Ideas Clearly Expressed 

The dances performed by To 
Yo Za are a pantomime or ritual 


of highly dramatie character, 
with the action and ideas so 
clearly expressed that they can 


easily be interpreted by western 
audiences. The entire body takes 
part in the action. while the 
hands and fingers are considered 
particularly important in convey- 
ing symbols and meanings. 

A unique feature in the Orien- 
tal theatre is the “invisible” stage 
manager, a role usually played 
by a member of the acting com 
pany. Plaved in several of the 
pieces by James Barnett, he ap- 
pears in appropriaie costume on 
stage as a property man who sup-

Sacramento State College has completed another home 
football season. In some respects it was a far greater season 


than either of the previous. In other respects it was sort 
of a let down. 

Attendance-wise the Hornet games were a smashing 
success in comparison with the first two seasons. In two 
games, the Cal Aggie game and the Chico State game, the 
single game attendance mark was broken. The over ail at- 
tendance mark was more than double. 

There were two games won on the home field, Southern 
Oregon and Alameda Naval air station. The game against 
the Oregonians was the first that the Hornets have won 
against college competetion on their own turf. 

In the not-so-successful column the Hornets have failed 
to win a league game. This is a let down for Hornet 
rooters, after they have waited three years. But the football 
ba!\ season isn’t over yet. 

The Hornets travel to Reno this weekend to face the 
University of Nevada. The Wolfpack, with no wins and 
a tie with Chico State, should be up for this game. After 
going down to defeat, 40-19, at the hands of the Pepper- 
dine Waves, Nevada should be about ready to break into the 
win column. 

On the other hand the Hornets should also be up. After 
fiascos on two succeeding weekends they might revert to the 
caliber of football they played against Cal Aggies and chalk 
up their first FWC victory. On the basis of potential I”Ul 
pick the Hornets to win their first conference victory 

Cal Aggies have a stranglehold on the league leadership 
after their win over Humboldt State last week. The only 
team still in contention is Chico State. But the Wildcats 
have been held to a tie by Nevada, and they have both Hum- 
boldt and the Aggies to play. The Chico, Aggie game should 
be a good one, especially after considering the long rivalry 
bet ween the two schools. 

Sacramento State College has released their 1956-57 
basketball schedule and it looks like a tough one. The 
Hornets have most of their pre-conference practice games 
with California Basketball Association teams. 

They play San Jose State, College of Pacific, Fresno 
State, and Saint Mary's all of the tough CBA. The Hornets, 
whose annual problem seems to be the lack of heighth will 
suffer from this lack again this vear particularly against 
CBA teams. The Hornets do have more heighth than the 
‘past couple of vears.
